Cnited States, This was not the time to 
forecast what the constitution of such 2 
League of Nations should-be. American 
opinion was that it would sbo a ‘great 
Mistake to attempt at ‘the beginning to 
be too. ambitious,. or to'.make too great 
a demand’on the nations to abandon. their 
sovereignty. ‘It should be enough to make 
clear; that thete should immediately be 
created and kept -conatantly.at work a 
council of the nationa, to which all should 
i Mignatories,. which could provide that 
no signatory should go to-war with any 
other signatory without the consent of 
the other nations, and that any signatory, 
Power breaking such a covenant should 
be’ regarded as being itself at war with 
the other Powers. ne ete 
' He hoped thatthat ‘council would not 
merely dct.when cases of dispute were sub- 
mitted, but that it would, be-continually 
atked to bring the nations composing the 
League together for discussion of matters 
affecting generally the economic and moral 
welfare of the mations concerned. The 
position. would bé very greatly, changed 
if Germany, or both. the Central Powers 
were not within the League of Nationa. 
It was very doubtful whether. the Uhited 
Btates would be’ willing to. give to any 
rsuch alliance the use of its economic and 
tary forces,which it. would be quite 
iWilling to, give to a league which .con- 
tained practically, alf the great. Powers. 
Bat. even if: the league. were confined to 
the limits of the Allied Powers it .would 
be one of the most effective guarantees of 
‘pedce.. But any hope in this matter.de- 
‘pended on a cleaa peace, and on close co. 
‘operation between the British Empire and 
the United States. i" 
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
